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Navy Rules on Status 
Of Disputed Air Bases 


RREGULATIONS prescribing the ad- 
ministration of the naval air bases 
at Coco Solo, Canal Zone, and Pearl 
Harbor, Hawaii, the stations which 
formed the bone of contention in the 
Army-Navy aerial coast defense dis- 
pute, were issued to the naval service 
this week. 

By means of General Order No. 214, 
entitled “Administration of Fleet Air 
Bases,” the 2 bases are officially placed 
under command of the commander-in- 
chief of the United States Fleet, 
through appropriate force command- 
ers and designated as “Fleet Air Bases” 
instead of “Naval Air Stations.” Pre- 
viously the two stations were within 
the jurisdiction of the shore district 
commandants. 

For some years, the question of the 
Navy maintaining these two bases was 
the subject of controversy. The Army 
charged that the Navy was infringing 
upon their jurisdiction of coast defense 
by basing airplanes upon land at these 
points, while the naval service held 
that they were necessary for coopera- 
tion with the Fleet. Other naval air 
stations were involved in the dispute, 
but as it was admitted that the Navy 
must have training and repair bases 
ashore, the fight centered around the 
air bases lying outside the continental 
limits of the United States. 


A few months ago an agreement was 
reached between the services, with both 
sides claiming a victory. The Navy 
conceded to the Army the defense of 
the shore, and agreed to operate its 
shore air bases only as auxiliaries to 
the Fleet and not for coastal defense, 
while retaining the right to base planes 
on shore for use in patroling the sea 
lanes. 

In order to carry out this agreement, 
the Navy changed the name of the na- 
val air stations at Coco Solo and Pearl 
Harbor to “Fleet Air Bases,” and made 
them part of the Fleet on the same 
basis as carriers afloat, as far as op- 
erations, administration and matters 
affecting personnel are concerned. 

In turning the bases over to the 
Fleet, however, certain limitations 
were made. The order states, “in gen- 
eral all matters of Fleet air bases af- 
fecting the internal organization and 
administration of the naval district, 
are under the control of the district 
commandant.” The exact meaning of 
this saving clause will probably need 
interpreting, it is thought; generally 
it gives to the district commandants 
jurisdiction over matters of public 
works and major alterations of the 
Fleet air bases. 

Although not in the order, it is 
stated at the Navy Department that 
duty with operating squadrons at these 
bases will continue to be computed as 
shore duty. What constitutes sea duty 
is prescribed by law and while officers 
and men attached to the Squadrons 
based at these stations are part of 
the forces afloat for purposes of ad- 
ministration and operations, they are 
not “attached to a vessel in commis- 
sion” and their duty cannot be con- 
strued as sea duty. 

According to the order, its provisions 
go into effect April 1, 1931. However, 
it will only affect Pearl Harbor, for 
its terms are already in operation at 
Coco Solo. The change was made at 
Coco Solo. before the Fleet concentra- 
tion and maneuvers began. 

The full text of the general order 
follows: 

Administration of Fleet Air Bases 

1. In order to have mobile air units 
quickly available for use of the com- 
mander in chief, United States Fleet, 


it is necessary to base several aircraft.

Military Importance 
Of Transportation 


H "THE need for fostering coordinated 


services of water, rail and motor 
transport in times of peace so that 
they might aid plans of national de- 
fense was stressed by Lt. Col. Brain- 
erd Taylor, of the office of the Quar- 
termaster General of the Army, in tes- 
tifying before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission March 9. He appeared in 
connection with the commissions’ in- 
vestigation into railroad-motor vehicle 
coordination. 

Col. Taylor described for the com- 
mission some of the Army operations 
during the World War, declaring that 
early in the war such coordination was 
lacking among the allied armies. He 
said that this need should be foreseen 
in times of peace. 

“Whatever is done in the way of 
Federal coordination and regulation,” 
Col. Taylor explained, “should be done 
with national defense in view. The 
preservation and continued develop- 
ment of an arterial railway system is 
the most vital issue. It will be the 
chief consideration of any attack upon 
our Nation by enemies of the future 
who succeed in establishing hostile 
operations in continental United States. 
Our arterial railway system is the 
backbone of our national and interna- 
tional commerce and of our national 
defense, and all other forms of trans- 
port are for us but extensions and 
auxiliary services, none of which should 
be permitted in any way, shape or man- 
ner to weaken or retard the develop- 
ment of a national system of arterial 
railways. 

“More closely related to railway 
transport and more vital to its further 
development than any other form of 
transport is highway motor transpor- 
tation,” continued Col Taylor. “In this 
more recent development we need to 
establish such Federal control and co- 
ordination as will insure cooperative 
and supplementary service with ar- 
terial railways. 

“We need uniform laws and regula- 
tions throughout the United States af-

Navy Chief of Ordnance 


UPon nomination of the Secretary 

of the Navy Charles Francis 
Adams, orders will be issued to Capt. 
Edgar Brown Larimer, USN, Assistant 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, for 
duty as Chief of the Bureau of Ord- 
nance, Navy Department, with the 
temporary rank of Rear Admiral. He 
will succeed Rear Adm. William D. 
Leahy, USN, who has been ordered to 
duty as Chief of Staff, Commander-in- 
Chief, United States Fleet. 


Capt. Larimer was born Aug. 12, 
1876, in Tipton, Mo., and was appointed 
to the Naval Academy in September, 
1895, by President Cleveland. 


He was awarded the Navy Cross 
and a special letter of commendation 
from the War Department for his serv- 
ice during the World War in command 
of the USS New Orleans, cruiser, en- 
gaged in transporting and escorting 
troops and supplies through the sub- 
marine zone. 

In 1919, the New Orleans was de- 
tached from duty in the Atlantic and 
was transferred to the Asiatic Station. 
During part of the year 1919 and un- 
til July, 1920, the New Orleans, under 
command of Capt. Larimer, was sta- 
tion ship at Vladivostok, during the 
troublous post-war period in Siberia. 

Capt. Larimer was appointed a mem- 
ber of a Special Board of Naval Ord- 
nance in December, 1920, and from 
January, 1921, to 1923 was Inspector 
of Ordnance-in-Charge at the Naval 
Torpedo Station, Alexandria, Va. He 
served as Chief of Staff, Commander

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Adm. McGowan Testifies 


REAR ADM. SAMUEL McGOWAN, 

USN, ret., former paymaster gen- 
eral of the Navy, appeared before the 
War Policies Commission, March 9, in 
Washing‘on and proposed a plan to 
“amend the Constitution of the United 
States now so as to require that, be- 
fore war can be declared or participated 
in (except in the event of attack or 
invasion), there must be a referen- 
dum.” 

If the majority of the voters favor 
peace, according to Adm. McGowan’s 
plan, “there the matter ends,” but if 
the majority be for war, “every able- 
bodied male citizen between the ages 
of 18 and 35 shall be drafted for serv- 
ice, and that from the day war is de- 
clared until peace is finally concluded 
there shall be no increase in any price 
or wage.” 

When the suggestion was made that 
this procedure would deprive Congress 
of its constitutional power to declare 
war, Adm. McGowan said that he would 
make it so that the move would origi- 
nate in Congress, and be submitted 
through the President, so that the ac- 
tual declaration would remain in Con- 
gress. The people, the former pay- 
master general said, would merely give 
their Congressmen “the latest word 
from home.” 

Representative Royal C. Johnson, of 
South Dakota, and Brig. Gen. John 
Ross Delafield, Ord.-Res., former chair- 
man of the War Department Board of~ 
Contract Adjustment, both of whom 
appeared before the commission the 
same day as Adm. McGowan criticized

Army Pay Problems 
And Solution Studied 


(Following is the fourth of a series 
of articles being published in the Army 
and Navy Journal analyzing Army pay 
and promotion as treated in the report 
of the Inter-Departmental Pay-Person- 
nel Board. The articles are published 
solely for the purpose of discussion and 
do not necessarily represent the views 
of this publication.) 


BEFORE proceeding to the considera- 

tion from an Army standpoint of 
particular features or items of the 
joint services pay bill proposed to Con- 
gress by the Interdepartmental Pay- 
Personnel Board of 1930, it is believed 
that some observations as to the gen- 
eral polity or principles upon which 
the bill has been framed will be use- 
ful. And first there will be considered 
the pay of commissioned officers. 

In the existing pay law, and the vast 
majority of legislative enactments in 
the past affecting the pay of Army 
personnel, provision is made for a base 
pay—whether predicated on grade or 
pay periods—and longevity increments 
computed on such base pay for total 
length of service rather than on ser- 
vice in any particular grade—the 
present pay law permitting longevity 
credit for service up to 30 years. While 
it seems that in the past there has been 
no specific expression of the policy 
that dictated this practice with re- 
spect to pay, it is plainly evident that 
it was based not only on the increased 
value of the officer to the United 
States, due to his experience gained in 
the service, but also on the condition of 
stagnated promotion which obtained, 
and still obtains, in the Army. It 
seems, therefore, that in the past, Con- 
gress, while not attempting to remedy 
the promotion situation, did take cog- 
nizance of the fact that if morale was 
to be maintained even measurably, 
periodic additions to an officer’s pay 
should be made throughout his career 
by way of longevity increases. 

Longevity Credit 

The pay bill now proposed to the 
Congress by the interdepartmental 
agency mentioned departs from what 
may be called the historic policy of 
longevity credit based on total length 
of service, and instead allows longevity 
credit only for service in grade, and for 
only one increment of such credit, at 
that. This proposal is based on two 
of the princiy les which the board de- 
clares to exist with respect to service 
pay, namely, “Pay should be based 
fundamentally on the responsibilities 
inherent in the grade held and on the 
normal service to be expected of an 
officer holding such grade”; and that 
“A base pay should be established for 
each grade with increments for length 
of service therein.” Under the prin- 
ciples quoted and the proposal in the 
pay bill based thereon, it boots an of- 
ficer nothing at all that upon promoe- 
tion to major his total service has been 
25 years; the only service that will 
count toward his longevity as a major 
is the service that he shall render in 
the grade of major; and after he has 
performed the period of service in that 
grade specified in the act he receives 
no further longevity credit as a major. 
And if and when he is fortunate 
enough to be promoted to lieutenant 
colonel he starts all over again the 
process of earning longevity credit, 
this time in the grade of lieutenant 
colonel. 


Pay and Promotion 
The Interdepartmental Pay-Person- 
nel Board was careful, however, in 
submitting its pay proposal to Con- 
gress to make it entirely clear that in 
its opinion the enactment of such

Editors See Need For Strong Leader 
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To Straighten Out Peruvian Tangle 





THE rapidity with which governmental heads have changed in Peru since March 
March 1, has caused editorialists to agree generally that Peru’s greatest need 
is a strong leader who can make some definite readjustment of the economic 
situation. Col. Sanchez Cerro was made provisional president of Peru last 
August, when he was installed by a revolt at Arequipa, which deposed 
who was then in power. Cerro was unseated March 1 and was succeeded by Judge 
Ricardo Elias, who likewise was ousted in a few days by Jiminez. By the in- 
vitation of the latter, according to reports, Samanez Ocampo will serve as pro- 
visional president until constitutional government can be restored. An unsuc- 
cessful attempt to retore Leguia in February seems to have been the starting 
point of the rapid changes mentioned, and editorial writers believe that Cerro’s 
failure te provide free elections and improve economic conditions are the under- 
lying causes of the unrest. 


$ E unrest in Peru,” states the Philadelphia Public Ledger (Independent 

Republican), “which has been almos‘ continuous since the overthrow of the 
Leguia dictatorship last Summer, culminated * * * in what was the most serious 
threat thus far to the new government. Plans for the uprising were discovered 
in advance, as has happened once or twice before, but suppression of the insur- 
gents was accomplished only after some 60 persons had been killed. The scheme 
was a rather desperate one. The small group of rebels evidently hoped to capture 
the presidential palace and hold it for at least long enough to liberate former 
President Leguia and his adherents, who are imprisoned on an island in the 
harbor of Callao. The latter part of the plan almost 

“In most cases of revolution in Latin America the deposed president is per- 
mitted to go off to Paris or elsewhere and live quietly, hoping for a turn of the 
political wheel. This system on the whole works well. The attmept * * * to 
liberate Senor jia—for that apparently is all that it amounted to—would 
seem to indicate that the new government in Peru might de worse than follow 
this old Latin-American custom.” 


“To ALL appearances the activity of the navy in the present situation in Peru 
seems benificent rather than otherwise,” claims the Hartford, Conn., Courant 
(Republican). “While, in its manifesto, the navy yields to none in its devotion to 
the principles of the last revolution, it wisely points out that more fighting is 
not required to uphold them. * * * Be 

“What Peru manifestly needs is leadership which will promote political har- 
mony in the interest of economic recovery. Whether or not the navy, which has 
apparently taken control, can supply it, remains for the future to determine.” 


“q*ERRO apparently had the confidence of his countrymen when he was put into 

power, but his promises to alleviate the economic situation and safeguard the 
principles of free elections were so slow in coming into fruition that a new spirit 
of unrest quickly developed,” is the belief of the Springfield, Ill., State Register 
(Independent Democratic). “Under these circumstances other leaders were alert 
to capitalize his mistakes, both of commission and omission, as has so often hap- 


pened in this region. a. 
“The situation in Peru, economically and with respect to labor conditions, 


“THE motives of the attempted counter-revolution in Peru are as much a mys- 

tery as the present strength of the movement,” holds the Brooklyn, N. Y., 
Daily Eagle. “It is hardly likely that the vindication of Leguia is the paramount 
motive, although, of course, the Leguia following is enlisted wherever it can 
safely be enlisted in the effort to break down the provisional government of 
Gen. Sanchez Cerro. * * * 

“One reflection must come to the minds of peace lovers everywhere. To 
those who let ‘observation with extensive view survey mankind from China to 
Peru’ the outlook is not cheering. So far as the extremes of the equation go 
optimism is impossible. China is still struggling with civil war. Peru is stil] 
struggling with civil war. In between are the many nations of civilization, which 
may not have hostilities going on but for which hostilities are predicted and 
being prepared for by vast expenditures on navies and standing armies. Unless 
some miraculous wave of common sense shall sweep the world the darkest of 
prophecies may yet materialize.” 


“DURING the six months of his rule Cerro has been in hot water, menaced 
almost from the outset by counter-revolution and beset by factional difficulties 
at the capital,” states the Washington, D. C., Star (Independent). “The collapse of 
his presi ney brings to the American State Department a renewal of the prob- 
lem of recognition. It is, however, not difficult of solution. What has occurred 
at Lima is merely a change of personnel, effected by unusual method, but quite 
orderly. * * * If Peru’s counter-revolution, which * * * ousted the government 
set up in consequence of the anti-Leguia revolt of August continues as it began 
and has thus far eventuated, it will be one of the most satisfactory of all the 
Seuth American reactions, in point of mildmess of procedure. * * * 
“The Cerro regime was at no time well established. Its leader made a spec- 
tacular entry into the scene, taking advantage of the strong public resentment 
Leguia, whose maladministration had become an intolerable offense te the 
people and there is nothing to do but to accept the junta now in charge as the 
responsible agency of administration, perhaps to be followed by another chosen 
—— that will not involve complexities in the relationship between the re- 
publics. 


“Co. CERRO is sending a peace delegation * * * to fly into the rebel terri- 

tory in an effort to induce the leaders of the counter-revolt to desist,” says 
the Washington, D. C., Post (Independent). “The official party will endeavor 
to convince the insurgents that all their important demands can be satisfied with- 
out further fighting. * * * 

“Such a spirit of conciliation on the part of a provisional government, still 
strongly entrenched in power, is a most encouraging sign. It has not yet suc- 
ceeded and the revolutionists have not given any intimation as to their at- 
titude. **_* * 

“It would mark a new era in South American civil warfare if this winged 
peace mission should not only go unscathed, but succeed in its efforts to recon- 
cile the outs and the ins.” 

From another issue of the Post: “Except in desperate cases, revolution is not 
the remedy for abuses in government. Some South American countries are learn- 
ing this lesson at a high cost. Col. Cerro has doubtless done all he could to main- 
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is in no whit better than in Leguia’s time. The outstanding problem is the develop- 
ment of a real leader with sufficient force and magnetism to unite all elements— 


and no such leader is in the offing at the present time.”

with and conditioned upon the simul- 
taneous enactment of the joint services 
promotion bill recommended at the 
same time by the interdepartmental 
agency. It was pointed out to Con- 
gress that to pass a pay bill predicated, 
as to longevity, solely on servige in 
grade, would be injurious to five of the 
six services involved, whose promotion 
situation at present is one of decided 
stagnation. The soundness of this cau- 
tion by the interdepartmental agency 
with respect to the necessity for the 
simultaneous enactment of the pro- 
posed pay and promotion measures, is 
evident to even the most casual reader 
of the proposed bill and the report of 
the interdepartmental board; and, un- 
doubtedly, were the Congress to take 
steps to enact the pay bill without 
manifesting any intention of remedy- 
ing the existing promotion systems of 
the majority of the services those ser- 
vices would decidedly and strenuously 
oppose the enactment of such pay 
legislation, and would recommend the 
return to the present principles of com- 
puting longevity pay on total length of 
service rather than on service in grade. 

In addition to the new basis of lon- 
gevity credit, the proposed pay bill 
contains two other novel features with 
respect to pay of commissioned of- 
ficers, namely, (1) the combining of 
all allowances with pay, and (2) the 
providing for a deduction from pay 
where public quarters are occupied by 
an officer. 

Of British Origin 

Perhaps in nothing more than the 
items composing total compensation 
does our American Army show its 
British origin. That is, today, in the 
American Army. as in the British 
Army in the days of the late lamented 
George III, the item of an officer’s 
compensation known as pay, is only 
one of the several items going to make 
up his entire compensation, and the al- 
lowances comprising the other items of 
compensation are so hedged about with 
conditions as to be decidedly annoying 
to ail parties concerned. It seems, 
therefore, that the action of the board 
in combining all items of:compensation 
into one lump sum and calling that 
item “pay” is not only sound in prin- 
ciple but will make for simplicity in ac- 
counting. 

If the proviso consolidating all items 

into pay becomes law, the retired of- 











ficer will benefit materially, since at 
the present time his retired stipend is 
computed only on the basis of his ac- 
tive duty pay, allowances not being in- 
cluded. A study of the history of re- 
tired pay legislation for the Army dis- 
closes, however, that the act of July 
15, 1870 (16 Stat. 320), which pro- 
vided that officers on the retired list 
shall receive three-fourths of their ac- 
tive daty pay, also contained a provi- 
sion establishing new rates of pay for 
all grades of commissioned personnel 
of the Army, abolished all allowances, 
such as commutation of quarters and 
fuel, allowances for officers’ servants, 
and the like, and provided in effect 
that the new pay rates therein pre- 
scribed should be in full of all pay and 
allowances theretofore granted. It 
would thus appear that in that statute 
Congress, in the matter of Army pay. 
intended to start off anew, with a clean 
slate, and that a retired officer should 
thereafter receive three-fourths of his 
tetal compensation, which was therein 
made synonymous with pay. That Con- 
gress in subsequent legislation has seen 
fit to increase the total compensation 
of commissioned officers to meet the 
mounting cost of living, not by increas- 
ing their pay but by giving them cer- 
tain allowances, has had the unfortu- 
nate result that retired officers, not- 
withstanding the great increase in the 
cost of living’: and the clear intention 
of Congress, now receive a retired pay 
which is much less than three-fourths 
of their active duty pay—as the term 
“pay” was used by the Congress in the 
said act of July 15, 1870. There would 
seem, therefore, to be much justifica- 
tion for combining pay and allowances 
of commisisoned officers, both active 
and retired. 
Entitled to Allowances 

Under the existing pay law the prin- 
ciple is recognized that an Army offi- 
cer is normally and usually entitled to 
rental allowance and that he is to be 
deprived of this allowance only in the 
exceptional case of occupying public 
quarters. This, in itself, is a long step 
forward, since the policy formerly was, 
as evidenced by many, and in some 
cases conflicting, decisions of the ac- 
counting officers, that an Army officer 
was presumed normally to be in pub- 
lic quarters and that it was in only 
the rare or exceptional case that he 
would be entitled to rental allowance. 
The proposed bill goes another step— 
in fact, it is believed, the whole way— 
forward, and with a simplicity that 
will inevitably result in a slashing of

Adm. McGowan Testifies 
(Continued from First Page) 
the Naval officer’s suggestion as im- 
possible and unnecessary. 

“Our best contribution toward world 
peace,” Adm. McGowan said, in elab- 
orating on his proposal, “ought to con- 
sist in making it most difficult for 
us to become involved in war; and with 
public opinion consulted in advance 
and with plans already worked out 
and well understood for effectually con- 
trolling both labor and capital and 
thereby eliminating the element of 
sordid self-interest by putting pro- 
fiteering out of everybody’s reach, the 
possibility of the United States engag- 
ing in another war should attain the 
irreducible minimum consistent with 
national honor. 

“Ours is a popular form of govern- 
ment, and the majority is supposed to 
rule. If the Nation be at any time in 
actual danger, its citizens can safely 
be trusted to rally to its defense, but 
equally surely may they be relied upon 
not to be suddenly stampeded by ill- 
considered war enthusiasm. 

“By amending its own Constitution 
as outlined and thus setting a practi- 
cal example which every nation could, 
and many might follow, the United 
States would be taking its place and 
doing its share toward preserving world 
peace.” 

“This is not a suggestion for war 
control,” the admiral added, “but a 
war prophylaxis. It will show war up 
in all its naked ugliness and give the 
people a chance to express their 
wishes.” 

Previously, on March 6, testimony 
had been given by Mr. Bernard M. 
Baruch, former chairman of the War 
Industries Board, in which he urged 
a plan to provide for industrial mobili- 
zation, elimination of profiteering and 
equalization of the burdens of war by 
“freezing” the entire price structure 
at pre-war level at the outbreak of any 
hostilities. He said that if such a 
move had been possible at the out- 
break of the World War we would have 
saved approximately $25,000,000,000. 

On March 11 the Commission heard 
testimony from former Secretary of 
War Baker, Brig. Gen. Palmer Pierce, 
former member of the War Industries 
Board and later commander of the 
54th Infantry Brigade in France, and 
Comdr. John M. Hancock, who was in 
the Navy Supply office during the war. 

Mr. Baker, referring to the “refer- 
endum” plan, said that while he had 
not given any great thought to the 
idea “my entire political philosophy 
goes the other way.” He thought that 
such a plan would give the adversary 
the advantage of fighting a divided 
People. Regarding Mr. Baruch’s plan 
of “freezing” prices, Mr. Baker said 
he thought the procedure would be un- 
wise. “Arbitration and moderation by 
governmental cooperation following the 
outbreak of war is desirable, but it 
seems to me that a program of freez- 
ing would work badly.” 

Gen. Pierce expressed the view that 
it would be impossible to wage a war 
without some profits and that the 
theory of equalization in drafting of 
men and wealth probably would prove 
disastrous in practice, since it might 
result in delay-and loss of private ini- 
tiative. ss 

Comdr. Hancock expressed a fear of 
b&lding up too much machinery which 
will not fit the situation when it comes, 
and “of doing too much to meet a prob- 
able situation.”

Rule on Air Bases 


(Continued from First Page) 
This assignment of aircraft squadrons 
is made from time to time by the de- 
partment and is shown in the current 
“Operating Force Plan.” 

2. This order will become effective 
for the naval air station, Coco Solo, 
and the naval air station, Pearl Har- 
bor, on April 1, 1931. Effective July 
1, 1931, the names of the naval air sta- 
tion, Coco Solo, and naval air station, 
Pearl Harbor, are hereby changed to 
fleet air base, Coco Solo, and fleet air 
base, Pearl Harbor, respectively. 

8. In operation, administration, and 
in all matters of personnel and ma- 
terial, fleet air bases will parallel that 
of mobile tenders as closely as prac- 
ticable. 

4, The fleet air bases and aircraft 
and other craft based thereon are a 
part of the United States Fleet and 
are under the command of the com- 
mander in chief through appropriate 
force commanders. Each fleet air base 
will be manned and operated by offi- 
cers, enlisted and civilian personnel to 
the extent required to service the air- 
craft. 

5. The officer ordered in command 
of the aircraft squadrons and attend- 
ing craft will be given orders by the 
department for additional duty in com- 
mand of the fleet air base, on which 
these squadrons and attending craft 
are based. He therefore will be the 
immediate military superior in com- 
mand of those units, and as such will, 
in matters of upkeep, discipline, and 
training, be governed by the directions 
of the commander of the force to which 
they are assigned. 

6. In general all matters of fleet air 
bases affecting the internal organiza- 
tion and administration of the naval 
district, are under the control of the 
district commandant. Public works 
and public utilities will be provided and 
maintained under the general control 
of the district commandant in the same 
manner as in corresponding nonindus- 
trial shore stations. This class of work 
will in general be performed by civilian 
labor. Correspondence to and from 
the bureaus of the Navy Department 
relating to major alterations and new 
constructions of public works and pub- 
lie utilities, and special allotments for 
such items shall be routed through the 
district commandant. 

7. Accounts and returns, records, re- 
ports, etc., required by the Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts, will be kept 
and made as prescribed in the Manual 
of the Supply Corps. Allotments of 
funds under appropriations for the 
maintenance and operation of the shore 
establishment part of the fleet air 
bases shall be requested of the several 
bureaus in the same manner as for any 
other shore station. The pay ac- 
counts of the officer and enlisted per- 
sonnel of the bases will be carried on 
separate rolls from those of the air- 
craft squadrons and other craft as- 
signed by the department to the Fleet 
air bases. All relations with material 
bureaus in connection with aircraft 
squadrons based on the Fleet air base, 
will be exactly the same as that for 
other Fleet aircraft squadrons.

Ordnance Activities 

WING to the complaints of service 
users that the authorized saluting 
charges give objectionable blast effects 
in built-up areas, action has been taken 
ot reduce the weight of saluting charges 
to one-pound for the commonly used 
types. It has also been decided to as- 

semble saluting charges at 
establishments and issue ready for use 
so as to eliminate assembly by troops. 
Supply in this way will be somewhat 
more expensive because of increased 
transportation costs. However, it is be- 
lieved that the additional expense is 
justified as a more satjsfactory round 
will result and the number of accidents 
in assembly by troops will be reduced. 

This policy will be put into effect 
gradually, as stocks of charges already 
on hand in bags are sufficient for about 
one year’s issues and must be used up 
first. Meanwhile, a pilot order of 1,000 
rounds has been placed at Picatinny 
Arsenal to develop a standard prac- 
tice for the assembly of this ammuni- 
tion. 

On Jan. 30, 1931, bids were opened 
for the sale of 2,000 tons of sodium 
nitrate at the Columbus General Depot. 
Award was made to the Hercules Pow- 
der Company at an average price of 
$31 per ton. This sale was a further 
disposal of sodium nitrate at this depot 
to relieve pressure against the walls 
of the warehouses. 

During the coming Summer, the 14- 
day methyl violet paper tests of pow- 
der charges and bulk powder will be 
repeated. By this test, deteriorating 
powder is promptly identified. In the 
last test carried on in the summer of 
1930 on powder of web thicknesses up 
to, but not including the 8-inch gun, a 
considerable quantity of powder was 
classified as of questionable stability 
and exchanged for new FNH powder. 
This test was carried on not only in 
storage depots, but in several corps 
areas as well. The 1931 tests will in- 
clude tests on stocks of bulk powder 
and charges in corps areas, stocks in 
the overseas departments, and stocks 
in the hands of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment. The 14-day test will be followed 
by a 2-day test on doubtful lots pend- 
ing the accumulation of data as to the 
significance of the paper. test as com- 
pared with the 65.5 degree C. surveil- 
lance test. The evidence seems to in- 
dicate that the 14-day test detects de- 
terioration long before the powder be- 
comes a storage hazard and reveals the 
lots which must be closely watched in 
surveillance tests until finally with- 
drawn as unserviceable. 

Grip Stocks 

Under date of March 5, 1928, the Ad- 
jutant General approved the proposed 
modification of the U. S. Rifle, cal. .30, 
model 1903, consisting in the substitu- 
tion of a pistol grip stock for the pres- 
ent stock. The new stock is of the 
model known as Type C modified. These 


are approved for future manufacture 


and issue, after depletion of the pres- 
ent type on hand. 

Due to the large quantity of the pres- 
ent type stocks on hand, it is expected 
that a considerable period of time will 
elapse before the pistol grip stock is 
manufactured for issue. 

Rifles 

Two caliber .276 U. S. Semi-Automa- 
tic Rifles (Pedersen design) were re- 
ceived from the contractor and for- 
warded to the Ordnance Office for 
study. 

A sample U. S. Semi-Auotmatic 
Rifle, caliber .276 (Gerand) was for- 
warded to the Ordnance Officer for test 
at Aberdeen Proving Ground. A test 
on this rifle was scheduled for the 
early part of February. 

Development work on the solid gild- 
ing metal bullet, caliber .50, is being 
continued and sketches have been made 
of several other types of solid copper 
rod bullets with a view to relieving 
the pressure which in connection with 
pre types has been excessive. The 
copper rod bullets will be made_up and 
tested as soon as practicable. 

Miscellaneous 

Frankford Arsenal chromium plated 
bullet dies and reports that these dies 
were used for resizing caliber .30 tracer 
bullets and have been “standing up 
quite well” and it is believed that an

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Adm. deSteiguer to Retire 


R48 ADM. LOUIS R. deSteiguer, 
USN, Commandant of the New 
York Naval District, will be detached 
from all duty March 18 and will retire 
from active service April 1, upon reach- 
ing the statutory retirement age. Adm. 
deSteiguer will be succeeded at New 
York by Rear Adm. William W. 
Phelps, USN, at present Commandant 
of the Navy Yard, Portsmouth, N. H. 
Adm. deSteiguer was born in Athens, 
Ohio, March 18, 1867, and was ap- 
pointed to the Naval Academy in 1885, 
graduated in 1889 and was commis- 
sioned an ensign in 1891. He served 
through. the Spanish-American War, 
and served upon various vessels of the 
Navy. In 1916 he was promoted to 
captain, and during the same year 
graduated from the Naval War Col- 
lege. 

In August, 1918, he was given com- 
mand of the battleship Arkansas, 
which served in the War Zone, and for 
his World War service was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Medal. 

Adm. deSteiguer was detached from 
the Arkansas in the Fall of 1920 and 
was given command of the Navy Yard, 
Portsmouth, N. H. In July, 1921, he 
was appointed Hydrographer, Navy 
Department, and in December, 1921, 
upon promotion to rear admiral, was 
given command of the Train, Atlantic 
Fleet. In December, 1922, upon the 
reorganization of the Fleet, his title 
was changed to Commander Train, 
Scouting Fleet. In June, 1923, he was 
ordered to duty as Commandant ist 
Naval District, Boston, Mass. 

In October, 1925, Adm. deSteiguer 
assumed command of Battleship Divi- 
sion Four, Battle Fleet, and in 1926 
was appointed Commander, Battleship 
Divisions, Battle Fleet, with the 
temporary rank of vice admiral. He 
was detached from that duty in June, 
1928, when he was appointed Com- 
mandant of the Third Naval District,

Battleships to Yards 


QRDERS were issued by the Navy 
Department last week directing 
the USS New Mexico to proceed to the 
Navy Yard, Norfolk, Va., to arrive 
prior to April 1, for modernization. 
The USS Idaho, third battleship to be 
modernized in accordance with action 
taken by the recent Congress, has been 
directed to return to San Pedro, Calif., 
with the Battle Fleet, basing at that 
port and acting as a gunnery school 
ship during the Summer. The Idaho is 
scheduled to arrive at the Navy Yard 
to be selected for her modernization 
prior to Oct. 1. 
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Skirmish With Bandits 
A REPORT of bandit activities on 
March 3 in the southwestern part 
of Nicaragua has been received in the 
Navy Department from Col. F. M. 
Bradman, commanding the Second 
Brigade of Marines. 

The first incident on that date was a 
contact at Ducuelito lasting twenty- 
five minutes between a Guardia patrol 
consisting of four enlisted men and six 
civilian guards and a group of forty 
bandits, three of the bandits being 
killed, ten wounded, and 400 rounds of 
ammunition, four animals and three 
saddles captured. 

The second incident of that date in- 


volved no casualties and occurred when 
a Guardia patrol under Lt. John Hamas 
had a contact with bandits northeast of 
Condega, in which two bandits were 
wounded, including Lopez Reyes, sub- 
chief of Diaz. This patrol also recap- 
tured three mules and 200 pounds of 
coffee that had been taken from the 
people of Palacaguina, which is about 
five miles from Ducuelito. 





Awarded Judgment 


UDGMENT for $7,946.35 was award- 

ed to Lt. Comdr. Brython P. Davis, 
MC, USN, by the United States Court 
of.Claims, March 9, for allowances ad- 
judged due him for his dependent 
mother from July 1, 1923, to date. 

Maj. Hugh Straughn, PS, was al- 
lowed judgment on his claim against 
the Government for dependent mother 
allowance by the Court of Claims on 
the same day, but entry of judgment 
was withheld pending the finding of 
the exact amount due. A claim against 
the Government for $500 was adjudi- 
cated in favor of C. H. M. Roberts, 
formerly captain of the Ordnance De- 
partment, USA, for flying pay due him 
while on duty testing aviation ordnance 
equipment. 





Adm. Stitt to Retire 

EAR ADM. EDWARD R. STITT, 

MC, USN, who has been granted 
leave preceding his retirement from 
active service Aug. 1, 1931, when he 
will reach the age of 64 years, 
is completing a distinguished record 
covering 42 years of service. 

Recognized as an authority upon 
tropical medicine, Adm. Stitt also has 
behind him a brilliant record as an ad- 
ministrator, having served for eight 
years as Chief of the Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery. Born in Charlotte, 
N. C., July 22, 1867, Adm. Stitt en- 
tered the naval service as an assistant 
surgeon in 1889. 

In 1902, when the Naval Medical 
School was established in Washington, 
D. C., Adm. Stitt organized the chemi- 
cal and bacteriological laboratories of 
the school, as well as serving on the 
faculty. He also taught at the Uni- 
versity of the Philippines and holds a 
number of honorary degrees from va- 
rious universities and colleges in the 
United States. He is a holder of the 
Navy Cross. Since 1928, when he com- 
pleted his second term as Chief of the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, Adm. 
Stitt has been Inspector of Medical Ac- 
tivities on the West Coast.

Naval Academy Commissions 


LL members of the 1931 graduating 

class at the Naval Academy who 
qualify, will receive their commissions 
this June, it is almost universally be- 
lieved in spite of the contention of 
Representative Burton L. French that 
the passage of S.550, the Navy line 
personnel bill, repeals the proviso in 
the annual appropriation act allowing 
the commissioning of all graduates. 

Duririg the debate upon the line bil! 
on Feb. 28, the day it passed the 
House, Representative French raised 
this point as an argument against pas- 
sage of the measure. A study of the 
two provisions, however, in the light 
of a decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court, gives rise to the convinc- 
ing belief that Mr. French was simply 
attempting to becloud the issue when 
he brought up the point. 

Following appears the section of the 
appropriation bill, the proviso in the 
bill, and the pertinent paragraph of 
the Supreme Court decision, respec- 
tively: 

“That the President of the United 
States, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, is hereby authorized 
to appoint as ensigns in the line of the 
Navy, all midshipmen who graduate 
from the Naval Academy in the year 
1931, but if the number so commis- 
sioned should exceed the total number 
of officers of the line of the Navy au- 
thorized by existing law, the excess 
shall be carried in the grade of ensign.” 

“That such number of the graduat- 
ing class of the Naval Academy may 
be commissioned as ensigns in excess 
of the total authorized number of com- 
missioned line officers of the Navy as, 
in the opinion of the Secretary of the 
Navy, may be necessary to fill vacan- 
cies which occur prior to July 1 of the 
current calendar year, and thereafter 
no further appointments shall be made 
in the grade of ensign until the total 
number of commissioned line officers 
has been reduced below that authorized 
by law.” 

“Where there are two statutes, the 
earlier special and the later general— 
the terms of the general broad enough 
to include the matter provided for in 
the special—the fact that the one is 
special and the other is general, cre- 
ates a presumption that the special is 


' to be considered as remaining an ex- 


ception to the general unless a repeal 
is expressly named or unless the pro- 
visions of the general are manifestly 
inconsistent with those of the special.” 
(Rodgers versus U. S., 22 U. S. Su- 
preme Court Reports 583.) 


Norfolk Navy Yard Band 


WHILE very little of the history of 
the band at the Norfolk, Va., Navy 
Yard, is available, there is distinct 
proof that it serves as a connecting 
link between service and civil life. Due 
to the constant shifting of personnel 
at a navy shore station, it is difficult to 
keep a history of a band, and it is even 
more difficult for the new members to 
gather the history. 

Bandmaster Dwight C. Foote, Nor- 
folk Navy Yard Band, writes: “The city 
of Portsmouth is so small that it boasts 
of no other band but the Navy Yard 
Band, and it has always considered it 
their band. An open-air concert is 
given once a week in town for the 
townspeople. And, of course, it is in 
demand for parades, benefits, ete. You 
can see that it is one of the main con- 
necting links between the Yard and the 
civilian population of Portsmouth, Va.” 

The same bandstand is now in use 
that served the band when organized in 
1886. During the 1917-18 period of the 
World War the personnel of the band 
consisted of 16 Italian bandmasters and 
an Austrian. Bandmaster Foote cred- 
its this to the same reason that most of 
the German-American musicians were 
grouped in the Pensacola Band. 

This year is the forty-fifth of the 
band’s existence, and during that time 
it has had 15 bandmasters, 6 of whom 
at least were members of the original 
organization. A picture of the band, 
taken upon its organization in 1886, is 
now in the possession of a retired 
first musician drummer named Shaefer, 
who is now iving in Portsmouth. Two 
retired bandmasters of the organization 
are also living in Portsmouth. 

The first bandmaster of the organi- 
zation was one J. F. Smith, who served 
from 1886 to 1888. The present band- 
master is Dwight C. Foote, who took 
up the post in 1930. 











Scores Selection System 


A SCATHING denounciation of the 
7 Navy’s selection system of promos 
tion was inserted into the Congres. 
sional Record by Representative Mor- 
gan G. Sanders of Texas, a member of 
the Committee on Naval Affairs, under 
extension of remarks made when the 
Navy Line Personnel Bill was under 
consideration. 

Mr. Sanders said that he opposed the 
bill because it means the elimination of 
600 officers who rose from the ranks, 

“The ones discriminated against,” 
he charged, “are the ones who came 
up from the ranks and who are not 
graduates of the Naval Academy. It 
is proposed that 600 of them shall be 
eliminated by this bill. The propo. 
nents of this vicious bill remind me 
of the fellow who is trying to catch 
a frying chicken to kill. He throws 
out the grains of corn and calls, 
‘Chick!’ ‘Chick!’ in most endearing 
terms. Then he gets affectionate and 
reminds them that he does not want to 
hurt them; that all he means to do is 
to wring their heads off. Tha is what 
they are doing in this bill—wringing 
the heads off of 600 who have come up 
from the ranks, 600 who, according to 
our distinguished chairman, know how 
to handle ships but do not understand 
Greek and Latin and possibly might 
make some mistake in the use of the 
knife and fork.” 

“One of the objects of this bill,” Mr, 
Sanders continued, “is to retire 600 
officers who came up from the ranks 
during the war. They are the backe- 
bone of the fighting Navy of this coun- 
try. I am against retiring men at 45 
years of age. It will be a deplorable 
condition when we have a lot of men 
of that age loafing around drawing 
retirement pay while the taxpayers 
are having to dig up for it. There 
is no justification for it. No reason 
for it, and yet that is what this bill 
proposes to do. The hearings before 
the Naval Affairs Committee of the 
House and before the Rules Commit- 
tee, which brought in this nefarious 
rule, disclose the intent of the powers 
that be.” 

“It is evident,” the Texan declared, 
“from a careful examination of the 
procedure of the selection boards and 
of the results obtained that the sooner 
this method of promotion is abolished 
or radically modified, the better it will 
be for the contentment and the morale 
of the commissioned persorinel and the 
efficiency of the Navy itself.” 

In the last three years (1927 to 1929) 
Mr. Sanders said, 298 officers, Naval 
Academy graduates, ranging from en- 
signs to lieutenant commanders, have 
resigned, and many of them have given 
as their reason “uncertainty of promo- 
tion beyond the grade of lieutenant 
commander—that is, ‘promotion by se- 
lection,’” he added. “Why,” the Con- 
gressman asked, “should the officer who 
has outside opportunity offered him re- 
main in the Navy? He feels that no 
matter how brilliant his record, he will 
not be promoted to high rank if a mem- 
ber of the selection board harbors a 
prejudice against him.” 

Cites Belknap Case 

Mr. Sanders cited the cases of eight 
officers of “outstanding ability” who 
were passed over by selection boards. 
Those mentioned by him were Reginald 
Belknap. Mark Bristol, J. F. Hines, A. 
W. Hinds, M. C. Mustin, Allen Bucha- 
nan, T. A. Kearney and K. M. Bennett. 

In citing the case of Reginald Bel- 
knap, the Congressman outlined his rece 
ord which included command of the 
mine-laying squadron in the North Sea,

for which he was commended by the 
commander of the United States Naval 
forces in Europe, by the Secretary of 
the Navy, and by the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Atlantic Fleet and received 
the distinguished service cross. After 
the war he was director of training for 
higher command at the Naval War Col- 
lege and later commanded the new bat- 
tleship Colorado. After citing the rec- 
ord Mr. Sanders said: 

“Belknap was repeatedly recom- 
mended by his superior officers for ad- 
vancement to the grade of admiral. In 
any other Navy in the world, Captain 
Belknap would have been immediately 
promoted to admiral for his services in 
the Great War, but under the method 
of promotion by selection in the United 
States Navy, this officer was passed 
over by three successive selection 
boards for promotion to admiral, and 
these boards selected officers who were 
markedly inferior in comparison with 
Belknap. He was finally forced on the 
retired list as captain. Congress, in 
passing an act promoting him to be an 
admiral on the retired list, rendered 
him such justice as was then possible. 
It is common belief in the Navy that 
the slaughtering of Belknap was caused 
by the intense personal enmity of an 
admiral who was a member of the first 
two selection boards that considered 
this brilliant officer. It is understood 
that the last board that passed over 
Belknap decided by a majority vote, as 
a preliminary measure, that they would 
not consider any captain who had been 
passed over by any previous board. 
That understanding is based upon a 
statement by one of the members of 
that board. 

“If correct, it would seem that the 
board, in certifying that: ‘The board 
has carefully considered the case of 
every officer eligible for consideration 
under the provisions of this law,’ had 
knowingly signed a false certification, 
and based on that certification four 
captains were selected to be admirals 
and eight captains—five of whom, in- 
cluding Belknap, were most efficient of- 
ficers—were again passed over, ‘not 
having been considered’ by the board. 
The case of Belknap is known through- 
out the Navy. Its effect has been ap- 
palling. It has destroyed the Navy’s 
faith in the justness of a considerable 
portion of its highest personnel.” 

Rear Adm. Mark Bristol 

After commenting on the record of 
Rear Adm. Mark Bristol, which in- 
cluded service as commander of the 
navy base at Plymouth, England, and 
as high commissioner to Turkey, Mr. 
Sanders declared: 

“Yet, after Bristol had been acting 
with great ability in Turkey, with all 
the responsibility and prestige that 
went with that office, for nearly a year 
prior to the meeting of the 1920 selec- 
tion board, that board was so incapable 
of appreciating the inestimable value 
to the United States of Bristol’s work 
and the great prestige he was adding 
to the Navy’s reputation that it passed 
him over and promoted eight officers 
over his head, not one of whom was 
as competent as Bristol. Bristol was 
selected by the 1921 selection board, 
and one of the reasons he was then 
selected was because President Hard- 
ing had expressed his emphatic disap- 
proval of the passing over of this of- 
ficer by a previous board, and the 1921 
board understood that no list of pro- 
motion to admiral would be approved 
by President Harding unless it included 
the name of Mark Bristol. But his 
selection by the 1921 board did not re- 
store to him the eight numbers he had 
lost by being passed over by the 1920 
board.” 

Speaking of J. F. Hines and A. W. 
Hinds, the Congressman said: 

“J. F. Hines” 

“An able and brilliant officer. Award- 
ed the Navy cross and the Army dis- 
tinguished-service medal for services in 
the Great War. After the war he com- 
manded the battleship Pennsylvania 
when that ship won the prize of stand- 
ing highest in battle efficiency. Passed 
over for promotion to admiral and re- 
tired as a captain.” 

— “A. W. Hines” 

An officer of outstanding ability and 
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efficiency; awarded the Navy cross and 
a special letter of commendation from 
the War Department for services in the 
Great War. An excellent battleship 
captain. Was also chief of ctaff of the 
Scouting Fleet and then chief of staff 
of the battleship divisions of the Battle 
Fleet. Passed over for promotion to 
admiral and retired as a captain.” 
“H. C. Mustin” 

In regard to H. C. Mustin, after cit- 
ing his record of achievements and 
decorations, Mr. Sanders continued: 

“There has never been an officer in 
the Naval service who had a finer rec- 
ord for personal bravery and heroism, 
and few officers whose services have 
been of greater value to the Navy and 
tq the country than Mustin’s, and in 
testimonial of this fact, following his 
death in 1923, the Navy flying field at 
Philadelphia was named for him. And 
yet he was passed over by several se- 
lection boards for permanent promo- 
tion from commander to captain and 
dropped from his class of 1896 down 
to the middle of the class of 1900, los- 
ing 71 numbers in grade. While he 
was finally promoted to captain, his 
belate avancement id not restore the 
71 numbers he had lost. 

“Allen “Buchanan” 

Allen Buchanan’s case he cited as 
follows: 

“Graduated No. 2 in his class at the 
Naval Academy. An officer of excep- 
tional ability, whose record was always 
most commendable. He was awarded 
the congressional medal of honor. * * * 

“The award of the Navy Cross was 
made him for distinguished conduct in 
active service overseas during the Great 
War. Passed over by several selection 
boards for promotion from commander 
to captain and dropped from the top 
of his class of 1899 to the bottom of the 
class of 1900, losing 55 numbers in 
grade thereby; was finally selected for 
promotion to captain, but his belated 
advancement did not restore the num- 
bers he had lost.” 

The records of the other two officers 
he described as follows: 

“T. A. Kearney” 

“While Assistant Chief of the Bureau 
of Ordnance in 1916-1918 was primarily 
and principally responsible for the ini- 
tiation, manufacture and organization 
of the 14-inch naval gun railway bat- 
teries and their railway crews, whose 
service in France played such havoc 
with the Germans during the great al- 
lied offensive in 1918. Commanding of- 
ficer. of the flagship Brooklyn and chief 
of staff to the commander-in-chief of 
the Asiatic Fleet, 1919. In 1919-1921, 
with the rank of captain, he commanded 
the United States naval forces in the 
3,000-mile Yangtse River patrol—an 
admiral’s job—in cooperation with a 
British admiral and a Japanese admiral 
during a time of great unrest among 
the Chinese themselves and between 
the Chinese and the Japanese. Kear- 
ney’s vision, tact, and ability to coop- 
erate with all parties accomplished re- 
markable results with the minimum of 
friction, and with little or no loss of 
life among Americans or due to Amer- 
icans. He established such cordial re- 
lations with the Chinese that he re- 
ceived a high military order from the 
Chinese Government. In 1922 he was 
designated from among all the captains 
in the Navy for a most responsible 
duty, that of assistant chief of staff 
to Admiral Vogelgesang, the first chief 
of the United States Naval Mission to 
Brazil, a duty of the highest impor- 
tance and offering opportunity for gain- 
ing far-reaching advantages for the 
United States in South America. 

“Passed over for promotion to ad- 
miral by the 1928, 1929, and 1930 selec- 
tion boards.” 

“K. M. Bennett” 

“Another officer of outstanding abil- 
ity While in command of the USS 
Castine in 1916 he performed a most 
noteworthy feat in taking his ship to 
sea from the harbor of Santo Domingo 
City in the teeth of a hurricane—at the 
same time and place the USS Memphis 
was driven ashore, a total loss. This 
feat of Bennett’s, in resolute courage 
and consummate seamanship,  sur- 
passed that of the captain of the H. 
M. S. Calliope at Apia, Samoa, in 1889. 
In recognition Bennett was awarded a 
letter of commendation from the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. For services dur- 
ing the Great War he was awarded the 
Navy Cross and a letter of commenda- 
tion from the War Department. 

“Passed over for promotion to ad- 
miral by the 1927, 1928, 1929 and 1930 
selection boards and retired as a cap- 
tain.” 

Continuing Mr. Sanders declared: 

“The above cases by no means ex- 
haust the list. Other excellent officers 
have been passed over because of er- 
roneous entries and incorrect diagnoses 
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in their medical records, of which they 
were in ignorance, and while some of 
these officers have had their medical 
records corrected and have been se- 
lected by subsequent boards, the loss 
of numbers they have suffered through 
errors of this character have been a 
permanent loss. There are two other 
cases of officers who have been passed 
over that are of unusual interest to 
the naval service for the reason that 
any officer may find himself in the same 
situation—the cases of Comdr. Cleary 
and Capt. Gherardi, both of whom were 
incapacitated for sea service on ac- 
count of wounds received in the line 
of duty. These officers are entitled to 
the benefits of section 1494 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, which reads as follows: 

“‘The provisions of the preceding 
section (requiring physical ability to 
perform duties at sea) shall not ex- 
clude from the promotion to which he 
would otherwise be regularly entitled 
any officer in whose case such medical 
board may report that his physical dis- 
qualification was occasioned by wounds 
received in the line of duty and that 
such wounds do not incapacitate him 
for other duties in the grade to which 
he shall be promoted.’ 

“This section of the Revised Statutes 
has been the subject of several opin- 
ions from the Attorney General, all 
strongly upholding the absolute and 
unqualified right to promotion of such 
officers if they can perform shore duty. 
Cleary and Gherardi have been repeat- 
edly denied their promotion by the 
Selection Boards because their wounds 
received in the line of duty prevent 
their performing duty at sea, and for 
no other purpose. 

“A captain who, while holding a high 
position in the Navy Department, was 
involved in the oil scandal, and was re- 
garded by a great body of the citizens 
of the United States as being of the 
same type as Fall, Doheny, and Sin- 
clair. While he was generally consid- 
ered by the officers of the Navy as pos- 
sessing personal honesty and integrity, 
still the Navy knew that he was largely 
responsible for the transfers of the 
naval fuel oil reserve lands from the 
custody of the Department of the Navy 
to the custody of the Department of the 
Interior, and was also largely respon- 
sible for the leases made between the 
Secretary of the Interior Fall, Doheny, 
and Sinclair. For his part in this trans- 
fer and these leases the great majority 
of understanding naval officers consider 
him guilty of one of the gravest errors 
of judgment ever committed by an of- 
ficer of the United States Navy; yet 
at this very time he was selected to be 
an admiral by the selection board that 
passed over Reginald Belknap. Presi- 
dent Coolidge very properly refused 
to send this officer’s name to the Sen- 
ate for confirmation as an admiral, and 
he was retired as a captain. 

“A commander who was tried by a 
general court-martial in time of war 
and sentenced to a loss of 35 numbers 
in grade and deprived of the command 
of his ship for ‘conduct to the preju- 
dice of good order and discipline, and 
for ‘culpable negligence and _ineffi- 
ciency in the performance of duty in 
time of war.’ Selected to be a captain 
by a Selection Board. 

“A commander who was tried by a 
general court-martial and sentenced to 
a loss of 6 numbers for scandalous con- 
duct and intoxication. Selected to be 
a captain by a Selection Board. 

“A commander who was tried by a 
general court-martial and sentenced to 
a loss of 10 numbers for grounding 
and damaging his ship. Selected to be 
a captain by a selection board. 

“A commander who was selected to 
be a captain by a selection board. As 
he was well known to his associates as 
a care-free officer of indifferent ability, 
given to hasty and ill-founded decisions, 
it appeared that his principal qualifi- 
cation for promotion rested on the fact 
that he was the son of a prominent ad- 
miral. His first sea duty in his new 
rank was ‘commander of a squadron 
of destroyers.’ Some months after he 
took command, when at sea in bad 
weather, this officer, in violation of all 
the dictates of prudence and common 
sense, and disregarding the advice of 
some of his subordinates and the plain 
indication of danger shown by radio 
signals from a radio-compass shore 
station, ran his squadron on the rocks, 
resulting in a total loss of seven de- 
stroyers, valued at $22,000,000 and a 
loss of 22 lives. He was tried by gen- 
eral court-martial and found guilty of 
‘culpable negligence and criminal care- 
lessness.’ This oficer was responsible 
for the loss of nearly as many ships 
as the Navy lost in 18 months of the

Great War. The inability of the selec- 
tion boards to select only the best of- 
ficers is well exemplified in this case. 

“Promotion by selection was intended 
te secure thé promotion of only those 
officers whose outstanding ability was 
recognized by the entire naval service, 
and in such case there would be no re- 
sulting discredit to those who were 
passed over. In actual operation, the 
system has never functioned as in- 
tended. On the contrary, it has been so 
operated that the entire naval service 
regards being passed over as the great- 
est blow to his prestige that an officer 
can suffer. The only thing that is more 
damaging to an officer’s reputation than 
being passed over is to be dismissed 
from the naval service by sentence of a 
general court-martial. Each of the 
many capable and efficient officers who 
has been passed over and has been 
compelle dthereby to serve under of- 
ficers who for many years were his 
juniors, is a nucleus, remaining on the 
active list, of discontent, of bitterness 
and a sense of injustice that has been 
continually growing until the entire 
commissioned personnel has been af- 
fected.”

WO FACTS OF IMPORTANCE to the Services stand out from a review of 
the proceedings of the last Congress. The first is that an increase in pay 
will not be granted until promotion reform is provided, and the second that the 
latter can be obtained only by unity of the Service concerned and insistent ad- 
vocacy of the solution by the Executive Department responsible. The promotion 
eontroversy in the Army was utilized by the Joint Congressional Pay Committee 
to block action on pay. Members of the Committee fully realized that the regu- 
lar standing committees would not tolerate further curtailment of their authority, 
which would be the consequence of the creation of a new committee on pay and 
promotion. Grasping the situation quickly, Secretary of the Navy Adams per- 
gonally lobbied in the House of Representatives in support of action on the Brit- 
ten bill. His success is known. Contrast what he and the Service behind him 
accomplished with the conduct of the War Department and the Army. The land 
forces were not in agreement upon a bill. The nearest approach to anything of 
the kind existed in the Interdepartmental Board’s measure. The Senate had 
passed the Reed bill, known as S.4. The House Military Committee refused to 
eonsider that or any substitute, including that presented by the Interdepartmental 
Board. We did not notice any special activity on the part of the Secretary of 
War or his subordinates at the House end of the Capitol. In short, we are forced 
to conclude that Congress would have treated the Army in the matter of pro- 
motion as satisfactorily as it did the Navy, if the former, backed by its Adminis- 
tration, had been united and active. 











it DOES NOT TAKE a blind man to see, consequently, that if the Army and 

the War Department can evolve a promotion solution which generally will be 
satisfactory, Congress, early in the next session, will enact the necessary legis- 
lation. Apparently realizing this to be the case, Gen. MacArthur, unquestionably 
with the approval of the Secretary of War, has taken a step designed to produce 
a measure that will meet the objections of the different groups, at least to an 
extent which will minimize the opposition offered to the several proposals here- 
tofore presented. There will be some to argue that the matter has been stirred 
up too much, and that a period of calm reflection would allay bitterness and 
promote a disposition to an agreement. This view does not take into considera- 
tion the fact that serious evils exist in the matter of promotion, that in- 
cica.e of pay cannot be obtained unless they are eradicated or controlled, and 
that Congress moves only when its attention is forcibly concentrated upon situa- 
tions requiring action. Therefore, we are in hearty accord with Gen. MacArthur’s 
action in having had his former Inspector General, Col. Patterson, in conjunction 
with the General Staff, make a study along the lines to which we refer in our 
news columns. We know that that study when completed will be made public, 
so that any injustices revealed may be corrected before congressional considera- 
tion begins. We have not hesitated to criticize the failure of the Heuse Military 
Committee to deal with promotion the last session, but we are aware of the 
anxiety of that Committee and its distinguished Chairman, Mr. James, to for- 
mulate a solution which will be fair to every one, and we believe they would wel- 


come a proposal having the united backing of the Army and the War Depart-— 


ment. 


LITICALLY REAR ADM. SAMUEL McGOWAN, USN, ret., is a good Pay-

Mr. Bryan had another idea, which the former Paymaster Gen- 
eral might have submitted when he appeared, that is an international agree- 
ment for a holiday from hostilities for six months or a year. During this period, 
the referendum might be held. But, alas! human nature, being as it is, won't 
take a holiday once passion is aroused, and won’t wait for the result of a referen- 
dum. We are sorry, Sam, but your idea is ditched before it can be hatched. 


For HER ARMY, GREAT BRITAIN will spend next year $199,650,000 and for 

her Navy $258,000,000. The cost of the American Army will be $334,000,000 
and the American Navy $358,000,000. The British Army provided for will com- 
prise 148,000 men, the American Army roughly 18,000 fewer. The British Fleet 


will continue to be superior to that of America. 


The greater cost of the American Services is a striking indication of the 
different standards of living prevailing in the two countries. For far less money, 
the London Government can maintain a bigger Army and Navy. If the Bud- 
getary limitation proposal be adopted by the League of Nations di t 
conference next year, either American standards must be supplanted by European 
standards, or a radical cut in our national defense forces must be made and our 
inferiority further emphasized. It is clear that Great Britain feels she has 
reached the nadir so far as her land and sea strength is concerned. The Labor 
Secretary of War frankly states that example has not been either effective or 
advantageous. “I think,” he explained to the Commons, “there can be no ques- 
tion that the enormous reductions made by this country have not been repro- 
duced in other countries, and that our unilateral disarmament, instead of bring- 
ing other nations with us, has not in any way led to that desirable object.” Here 
is a declaration, made by one associated with a pacifist government, which ought 
to bring pause to American pacifists, who want the United States to disarm,

SERVICE NEWS AND: GOSSIP 


Significance in Recent Appointments Discussed.—The appointments last week of 
four new general officers for the Army as well as a new chief of branch are be- 
ing closely scanned within the service to determine whether or not they point the 
way to future policies under this administration. Probably the most significant 
feature of the new appointments is that the two new major generals of the line 
were named strictly in the order of seniority: Albert J. Bowley, the senior 
brigadier general, having been named to take the vacancy created by the death 
of Maj. Gen. George LeR. Irwin on Feb. 21, while Robert E. Callan the next 
senior brigadier general, having been selected for the next occurring vacancy, 
that created by the retirement March 31 of Maj. Gen. Charles P. Summerall. 


Inasmuch as there will be three more vacancies in the rank of major general 
this year it is considered quite likely that the policy thus initiated will be ad- 
hered to rather closely. The expectant vacancies will be brought about by the 
retirements of Maj. Gen. William Lassiter. in September, and Maj. Gen. Hanson 
E. Ely and Maj. Gen. Fred W. Sladen in November. The three senior brigadier 
generals since last week’s promotions are, Joseph C. Castner, Edward L. King 
and Harold B. Fiske. It is generally assumed that Gen. Castner-will be awarded 
his two stars under one of these vacancies. Leaders in Washington have not 
forgotten his action in 1925 in saving the Government more than $275,000 in the 
‘purchase of additional land for Ft. Bliss. In these days of rigid economy such 
faculties are valued more than ever by the President and Secretary of War. 
Moreover, they are aware of other instances in which he has protected the inter- 
ests of the Government. It is pointed out that should he be disregarded in view 
of the observance of seniority up to this time an unnecessary reflection upon him 
and his record would be cast. 


The promotion of the two colonels to be brigadier generals, being from the 
eligible list, did not have the appearance of strict seniority made by the two 
higher appointments. Col. John F. Madden, who succeeded to the vacancy created 
by the promotion of Gen. Bowley, was number 26 on the relative list of colonels 
and number nine on the list of cobonels of Infantry. Col. Howard L. Laubach, 
who will become a brigadier general to replace Gen. Callan, is number 42 on the 
relative list of colonels of the Army, number 13 on the list of colonels of Infantry, 
where he is permanently commissioned, and is number one on the list of colonels 
in the Inspector General’s Department where he is detailed. 


Seeking some common factor among the four new general officers one finds 
that three of the four are graduates of the United States Military Academy, the 
sole exception being Gen. Madden, who, however, has the unusual distinction of 
having been graduated from the Army War College, the General Staff School, 
Infantry-Cavalry School and the Naval War College. Whether or not there is 
any significance in this factor it is interesting to recall that the present Chief of 
Staff always has been an ardent advocate of the West Point man, expressing him- 
self rather strongly when, in 1920, before the House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, he said, “I believe that at least 90 per cent of the regular officers of the 
Army in times of peace should come from West Point. If West Point means any- 
thing that is incontrovertible. * * * There is no question in my mind but that 
West Point training, or its equivalent, is 90 per cent of the fundamental basis 
for any branch of the service.” 


Three of the four appointees are graduates of the Army War College, the 
exception being Col. Laubach. All four were brigadier generals during the World 
War. The two new brigadier generals each have three years to serve before 
retirement, while of the new major generals, Bowley has eight years to serve and 
Callan seven. Geographically Gens. Bowley and Madden were appointed from 
California, Callan from Tennessee and Laubach from Indiana. 


Turning to the appointment of a Chief of Branch, one notices that Maj. Gen. 
Blanton Winship, named to succeed Gen. Kreger as Judge Advocate General of 
. the Army, is number one on the list of colonels in his department (29 on the 
relative list of colonels). True, he will not have quite time enough to complete 
the standard four year term, for he will retire for age in November of 1933 while 
his term runs until Feb. 28, 1934. 


Application of any of these factors to the coming vacancy in the office of 
Surgeon General of the Army appears rather difficult, especially in view of the 
many rumors. Unusual interest is being displayed in this appointment to suc- 
ceed Maj. Gen. M. W. Ireland, who retires in May, and consequently there is much 
discussion of it. Not only will Gen. Ireland retire but his two assistants also 
go out this year: Brig. Gen. H. C. Fisher in May and Brig. Gen. C. R. Darnall 
in December. The names most frequently mentioned in connection with the fill- 
ing of the surgeon generalcy are Col. C. R. Reynolds, commandant of the school 
at Carlisle Barracks; Col. W. P. Chamberlain, Col. A. E. Truby and Col. P. M. 
Ashburn, the latter three all being here in the office of the Surgeon General. 
All four have time left to fill out the term. Strictly on seniority, allowing for 
time to complete his term, the appointment would go to Col. Chamberlain, for 
although he is at present number seven on the list of medical corps colonels, the 
six preceding him will retire before May, 1935, the expiration of the new term. 
The name that seems to be most frequently mentioned, however, is that of Col. 
Reynolds, who is generally reputed to have the support of the present surgeon 
general. Col. Reynolds has an outstanding record as an administrator, and 
although he is number 21 on the list of Medical Corps colonels, his chances are 
generally rated number one.

The value of this action to West Point 
is fully appreciated. This land project is so important to the proper functioning 
of West Point and as a result so important to the nation as regards its national 
defense, that I feel I can say the country at large is much indebted to you for 
your timely assistance.”

Time for Navy Annual Physical Exam. Changed—General Order No. 213, issued 
to the naval service this week, changes the period during which officers must 
undergo their annual physical examination from the month of January to the 
period between Nov. 25 and Dec. 31.

134. was issued because of the difficulty often found of examining officers while 
the Fleet is underway. As during the month of December, practically all of the

Washington, particularly.the junior officers. While unofficial in character, the 
fact that it was distributed to the chiefs of arms and services for comment had 
led to considerable importance being attached to it and much effort being ex. 
pended to calculate the probable effect of such a bill on future promotion, 
especially to those whose future is endangered by the “hump.” 

It is understood that the basic principles of the War Department Promotion 
Bill were conceived in the Philippine Islands between the present Chief of Staff, 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, who, at that time, commanded the Philippine Depart- 
ment, and his Inspector General, Col. Charles H. Patterson. When Gen. Mac. 
Arthur was appointed Chief of Staff he brought Col. Patterson with him to 
Washington to work out the details of the suggested legislation which has been 
finally perfected by the latter, in conjunction with the General Staff and the va- 
rious bureaus of the War Department. In its present form it is believed the 
bill has the practically unanimous support of the General Staff and all branches 
of the War Department and it is expected that it will be presented later for 
the consideration of the Secretary of War. 

Naturally, the increasing of percentages in the field grades is being com- 
pared with present conditions and earlier proposals. The proposed bill, it is 
understood, sets a limit of 15 per cent upon all officers in the combined grades 
of colonel and lieutenant colonel and a limit of 40 per cent upon all officers in the 
combined grades of colonel, lieutenant colonel and major. These it is planned to 
set up merely as stop gaps and it is not foreseen that they will be reached (thus 
stopping promotion until reduced) for as many years in the future as computa- 
tions have been made. Under present conditions there are a little more than 
25 per cent in the combined field grades, thus the proposal would permit an in- 
crease of approximately 15 per cent. It is recalled that the Interdepartmental 
Board recommended a maximum percentage of 4.33 for colonels and 35 per cent 
for the combined grades of lieutenant colonels and majors, thus making a per- 
centage for the field grades approximately that proposed in the measure under 
consideration. 

The relative age group for each grade also has been the subject of discus- 
sion. The proposal is understood to provide that each officer who is not more 
than two years older than the “relative age group” in his grade shall be consid- 
ered a “starred” officer on the promotion list, while those older than that shall 
be unstarred. (These designations are made on the affective date of the bill and 
remain throughout the officer’s active service. They do not change the order of 
promotion nor the standing on the promotion list.) Provision is made that sec- 
ond and first lieutenants will be assured of advancement to their next grades 
when they have had three and ten years of commissioned service, respectively. 
Vacancies would be deemed to have occurred only by th promotion to general 
officership of a starred officer or by the separation from the service of a starred 
officer. Vacancies would be filled only by the promotion of the senior starred 
officer in the lower grade, but this starred officer would carry with him to the 
higher grade all the unstarred officers preceding him on the promotion list and 
all — retain in the higher grade their same relative standing on the promo- 
tion list. 

Another provision that excites comment is that which provides that imme- 
diately when the bill should become effective enough starred officers shall be 
promoted so that, beginning at the top of the promotion list, and limited, of 
course, by the percentage figures, there shall be a number of starred officers in 
each grade from colonel to major, inclusive, equal to the number set in the na- 
tional defense act as amended. The numbers set in that act for those grades 
is colonel, 470; lieutenant colonel, 577, and major, 1,725. This would, of course, 
be exclusive of unstarred officers in those grades. 

The bill would not disturb the present system of selecting general officers 
nor chiefs and assistant chiefs of branches, nor the present system of promoting 
non-promotion list officers, except that officers of the Veterinary Corps and 
chaplains shall be promoted to and including the grade of Colonel upon comple- 
tion of the same respective periods of service prescribed by existing law for 
officers of the Medical Corps. Neither would it apply to temporary promotions 
or advancements in rank of commissioned officers of the Air Corps under the 
Act of July 2, 1926, but those officers would not be counted when the authorized 
number in their temporary grade is being computed. 

It is understood that there will be no difference between starred and un- 
starred promotion list officers except as to the method and condition of their 
promotions. As far as other privileges and benefits are concerned and as far 
as authority, duty and responsibility are concerned, the stars and no-stars have no 
significance.

Does Not Want Naval Academy.—California does not want a branch of the 
United States Naval Academy established within her boundaries, if we may take 
the word of the Ventura (Calif.) Free Press. Commenting on the proposal of 
Representative William E. Evans (R.) of California to locate a branch of the 
Academy in “The Land of Sunshine,” the Free Press says: “Such a program 
would cost a lot of money, and the benefits to California and the West would not 
justify the outlay. * * * California’ has no objection to receiving her fair pro- 
portion of public buildings and Federal institutions, but she has no desire to get 


them by ‘pork barrel’ legislation.”

Additional Funds for National Guard Training.—The Second Deficiency Appro- 
priation BiH, fiscal year 1931, passed by the Congress and signed by the Presi- 
dent, appropriates $488,000 for Camps of Instruction and Field Training for the 
National Guard, and $505,000 for pay of the Guard for Armory Drills. Due to 
increased attendance at the camps held this past summer, there remained in the 
appropriation at the conclusion of those camps but 55 per cent of the sum that 
will be required to finance the field training this coming June, and the armory 
drill attendance has been so much greater than at any other period in the history 
of the National Guard that the amount originally appropriated is sufficient for 
but 46 drills, instead of the 48 prescribed by law. The addition of this $993,000 
will enable the National Guard to carry out its complete program for field and 
armory drill training during the fiscal year 1931.

Congress Makes National Anthem Official.—The day before the 7ist Congress died, 
action was completed in giving official recognition to “The Star-Spangled Banner” 
as the National Anthem, when the Senate passed HR 14 for that purpose. The 
bill was passed by the House April 21, 1930, and reported out of the Senate 
Library Committee Feb. 3, 1931. The bill provides “that the composition con- 
sisting of the words and music known as ‘The Star-Spangled Banner’ is desig- 
nated the national anthem of the United States of America.”

Army to Reject Recruit “Sentenced” to Enlist—The Army is no place for men of 
questionable character, and recruiting officers have been warned to watch out for 
a youth from Somerset, Pa., who has been “sentenced” to join the Army or Navy. 
Should he fail to comply with the judge’s reported decision within three months, 
he is to be recalled and a jail sentence imposed. The youth was convicted of 
stealing an automobile, after which the judge reprimanded him, and suggested 
the above penalty, so that “he might learn some discipline.” 

No more effective means to bar enlistment in the Army could be taken than 
by conviction for crime, recruiting officers point out. Recruiting standards have 
never been higher than at the present time, and any applicant for enlistment 
must present testimonials of good character vouched for in writing by well 
known, reputable citizens of the community in which the applicant resides. 

Lack of familiarity with the high standards of character required and the 
fact that a man cannot be “sentenced to join the services,” is blamed for the 
action of courts in such cases. 
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Bill to Withhold Pay of U. S. Debtors Vetoed.—The “Pocket Veto” has been ap- 
plied by President Hoover to H. R. 8677, the bill passed just before the close of 
Congress which would have made it mandatory for disbursing officers to “with- 
hold from the pay, allowances, or moneys payable on any other account to any 
person by the United States, the amount of any payment or payments made to 
such person and disallowed in the accounts of any disbursing officer.” It is 
understood that while the bill originally was intended to apply to the Army, 
that as it was amended on the Senate floor it would have applied to all govern- 
ment disbursing officers and would have made it necessary to have taken from 
the pay of all officers and enlisted men any money which they might be con- 
strued to be owing the government. 

There was considerable confusion about the bill in Congress. It originally 
started out as a private claims bill. The Senate committee amended it to include 
claims made by Maj. Clarence M. Exley, FD, USA; Maj. William A. MacNicholl, 
FD, USA; Capt. Author O. Walsh, FD, USA, and Maj. Austin H. Brown, FD, 
USA, and also an amendment which read as follows: “That hereafter any officer, 
or nurse of the Army, who, upon trial by general court-martial is found to be 
indebted to the United States by reason of any overpayment. or to have received 
money to which he or she is not entitied, and who upon demand by the Secretary 
of War has refused to refund the same, shall be summarily dismissed by the 
service.” This would have made the courts-martial a sort of collection agency 
for the government, administering the extreme penalty upon conviction of in- 
debtedness. However, on the floor of the Senate, Senator Howell introduced the 
amendment quoted in the first paragraph as a substitute for the court-martial 
plan. Senator Howell’s amendment was accepted and sent to the House. But 
in reading the bill in the House, according to the Congressional Record, the origi- 
nal committee amendment containing the court-martial provision was read in- 
stead of the one the Senate actually passed. The House passed it as read. When 
the bill was engrossed and sent to the White House it contained the amendment 
made by Senator Howell. It is possible that this confusion may have played 
some part in the President’s decision to apply the pocket veto.

Under the law, a selection board may not report until ten days after it con- 
venes, so an announcement cannot be expected before March 26.

Air Field Construction Under Way.—The Air Corps is doing things in a large 
way, it seems. Construction work is being planned and gotten under way all over 
the country and in our foreign possessions. Fifty-four double hangars are to be 
built at different Army flying fields in the United States, Panama and Hawaii, 
at a cost approximating $1,031,000. 

March Field, Calif., will be the first completely equipped air field as soon as 
the construction now under way is finished, it was learned. The new building 
consists of 40 non-commissioned officers’ quarters, 20 company officers’ quarters 
and six field officers’ quarters and quartermaster maintenance establishments, 
complete. 

The new Barksdale air field near Shreveport, La., which consists of a two- 
mile square landing field and comprises 23,000 acres of woodland and water that 
may be utilized for bombing and machine gun practice, is to have improvements 
made on it. The new construction includes 70 non-commissioned officers’ quar- 
ters and 60 commissioned officers’ quarters. There will be five of the new double 
hangars and quartermaster maintenance building, warehouse and garage.

First Application Under New Retirement Law Received.—A provision in the 
1932 Navy appropriation act allows the voluntary retirement of commissioned 
officers of the Navy who are not graduates of the Naval Academy. By the terms 
of the rider, officers, upon their own application, may be retired with pay com- 
puted at 2% per cent of the pay they were receiving at the time of their separa- 
tion from the active list, multiplied by the numbers of years service. The first 
application for retirement under this law was received at the Navy Department 
this week. Lt. Arthur Augustus Smith was the applicant.

At the London Conference, it believed that it was 
placed in a position to gain parity, and now as a result of the Franco-Italian 
agreement that presumed right has been further whittled. Great Britain, which 
is involved in secret treaties, and which is in a situaton permtting her to use 
her fleet with that of France or Italy as conditions require, can afford to pe | 
with equanimity upon the increases in sea strength allowed to the Paris an 
Rome Governments. Aware of French possessions and activities in Southern 
Asia, and the cooperation of the Paris, Berlin and St. Petersburg authorities to 
deprive her of Port Arthur during the Russo-Japanese war, the Japanese Govern- 
ment is concerned by the superiority in submarines which has been granted to ° 
France. We are confident, if the President does not submit the Franco-Italia 
agreement to the Senate for its approval, that a demand for such submission wil 
be made by the Senate. The peril which lies for the United States in the open 
and secret diplomacy in which Europe is engaged, should be brought home to the 
American people. |

The Olympic Games are held every 
four years.

Technical Developments 
(Continued from Freceding Page) 
many defective elements of the early 

type will be obviated. 

A recent conference was held between 
representatives of the design section at 
Frankford and optical experts at the 
Naval Gun Factory on the subject of 
tolerances allowed in optical elements 
and instruments. This type of contact 
results in the interchange of ideas and 
therefore benefits both services. 

Manufacture of sample Aiming 
Circles is progressing at Frankford. 
This device is intended to supplant the 
French Model of 1918 type in our serv- 
ice, and is believed to be a better de- 
sign throughout. They should be com- 
pleted about May 1, when they will be 
issued for service test.

Uphold Preparedness 


AN EDITORIAL, published in the 

Monmouth, N. J., Inquirer, main- 
tains that preparedness is the best pre- 
ventative of war. It stated that the 
late William Jennings Bryan declared 
that preparedness was the cause of war 
and that unpreparedness was a pre- 
ventative, then went ahead to say that 
Col. Bryan was later the premier of 
an administration under which the 
United States backed unprepared into 
the biggest war in history. 

Billions of dollars were unavoidably 
wasted, the editorial said, in improvis- 
ing military and naval preparedness. 
With such a lesson before us it is 
strange that such a statement is still 
repeated. Pacifists are now centering 
their attack on additions to the Navy, 
claiming that they are furthering the 
cause of peace. The editorial goes on: 
“The most dangerous foes of Ameri- 
can peace, as President Roosevelt often 
pointed out, are those who wish to so 
weaken the defense of the United 
States that we stand in danger of the 
same treatment that the mollycoddle 
always gets from the bullies on the 
school ground. They have not only got 
us into war before, but they have made 
necessary vast waste of blood and 
treasure. * * *”

This, of course, was 
pure guesswork, but I think we can say 
today with certainty that if George 
Washington were here today he would 
be in favor of this bill (applause), be-

Then when the war was over 
and the Army demobilized, they were 
discharged as individuals, and organi- 
zations over 100 years old no longer ex- 
isted, and the National Guard had to 
be reorganized entirely. This bill of 
General Speaks, who has given over 40 
years of his life to work in and with 
the National Guard, whose work for 10 
years in Congress has been devoted to 
reforming these evils, will prevent 
these things from happening again.”

Nat. Guard Rifle Trophy 


‘THE trophy and badges for the Chief 
--of Militia Bureau’s Indoor Rifle 
Team Match have been ordered from 
the manufacturer who submitted the 
accepted designs. : 

The trophy is to be a silver plaque 
on a mahogany shield and surrounded 
by nine small silver shields on which 
the names of the annual winners will 
be engraved. The plaque will be suit- 
ably inscribed in raised block letters 
with a hemisphere at the top sur- 
mounted by an eagle with wings ex- 
tended. Near the center, in dark blue 
and scarlet enamel and silver, the flag 
of the Chief of the Militia Bureau will 
appear—two crossed fasces superim- 
posed on an eagle displayed with wings 
reversed, between two silver stars. 

The trophy will be awarded to the 
National Guard company, troop or bat- 
tery in the United States, including 
Hawaii, Porto Rico and the District of 
Columbia, with the highest score, and 
will remain in its possession for one 
year or until awarded to the winner of 
the match for the succeeding year. To 
each member of the winning team will 
be awarded a silver badge, and to each 
member of the highest team in each 
State, Hawaii, Porto Rico and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, will be awarded a 
bronze badge. 

The badge will be suspended by a 
dark-blue ribbon edged with scarlet. 
The obverse will show the flag of the 
Chief of the Militia Bureau in colored 
enamel superimposed on crossed rifles 
between two targets, all surrounded by 
a wreath. The inscription will be on 
the reverse with space to engrave the 
name of the recipient. 

The Chief of the Militia Bureau’s In- 
door Rifle Team was instituted in No- 
vember, 1930, and is to be an annual 
event between National Guard units 
whose principal arm is the rifle. As 
the name indicates, it will be fired on 
indoor ranges with caliber .22 rifles and 
ammunition. Each company, troop 
and battery selected a team of ten 
members, two alternates, a captain and 
a coach, which did the required firing 
during January. 

The team with the high score in this 
contest became the regimental or sep- 
arate battalion representative. During 
February all the teams from each State 
held another competition to determine 
the State championship. The certified 
score, accompanied by original targets 
of the high team in each State are now 
being forwarded to the Militia Bureau 
for checking in cooperation with the 
National Rifle Association to determine 
the national champion. It is expected 
this will be announced shortly after 
April 1.

New Aerial Survey 


; ‘THE Naval Aerial Survey Detach- 


ment which, under the command of 
Lt. Carleton McGauly, USN, has been 
mapping the island of Porto Rico since 
December, are to begin an aerial sur- 
vey between Almirante Bay, Panama, 
and Bluefields, Nicaragua. 

Mapping operations in Porto Rico 
have ended for the year with success- 
ful results. Of the 3,500 square miles 
constituting that island, over 60 per 
cent has been photographed from the 
air, and the photographs are being as- 
sembled into a mosaic map from which 
the Island government will be able to 
make a comprehensive soil survey. The 
planes of the survey detachment have 
accomplished all that is necessary for 
a soil survey of the lowlands, and it is 
expected that if it is found necessary 
by the Island government to map the 
mountainous regions, the Navy will be 
requested to complete this work in the 
clear period next year. 





Complete Gulf Survey 


AN aerial survey of the Gulf of 
Paria, between the north coast of 
Venezuela and the Island of Trinidad, 
has been completed by a United States 
naval plane and the Navy survey ship 
USS Hannibal. The plane, which ar- 
rived at the Gulf of Paria Jan. 28, 
finished the work in a little more than 
a month. It was based at the landing 
field of the Standard Oil Field, Ma- 
turin, Venezuela, and was required to 
operate daily over extensive areas of 
jungle and swamp in order to obtain 
data of the coast’ areas otherwise in- 
accessible to the survey party. 

The photographs secured have been 
developed and matched up into mosaic 
maps from which the. survey party 
based on the Hannibal will be able to 
obtain data for the construction of the 
shore line and produce the charts de- 
sired. The survey party is now en- 
gaged in taking soundings and mak- 
ing astronomical observations neces- 
sary for the completion of the charts.

Washington, D. C.—Lts. A. I. Ennis 
and R. Birnn, on duty in the office of 
the Chief of Air Corps and assigned to 
G-2 Section of Staff of the Provisional 
Air Division to be formed in May, 
flew to New York this week to confer 
with the Army news and photographic 
distribution officers, Capts.

A frame for torque stand has been 
manufactured and assembled at the 
Naval Air Station, Anacostia, D. C- In 
order to assure cooling of air-cooled 
engines while on the test stand, the 
engine mounting ring was built deep 
so as to project the base of engines six 
inches from the frame of the stand. In 
this manner all interference to the pas- 
sage of air past cylinders has been 
eliminated. 

The aerodynamic investigation of re- 
duction of drag obtained by reason of 
the installation of various items of 
fairing and streamlining has been com- 
pleted with interesting results. 

The project involving the determina- 
tion of acceleration which may be ex- 
pected when engaged in inverted acro- 
batic flying including the inverted pull 
out, inverted snap rolls, “outside” 
spins and outside loops, has been com- 
pleted at Anacostia. The flying in- 
volved in this investigation was per- 
formed by Lt. M. B- Gardner. 

The static recorder which the Navy 
Yard has been testing for the past few 
months has been installed. It is hoped 
that this instrument will prove to be of 
great value in locating the direction of 
and perhaps in giving some indication 
of the intensity of electrical storms. 

The acceptance trial of the Fokker 
RA-4 tri-motor transport have been 
completed and the airplane is now 
awaiting the disposition of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics. 

The XT2N-1 diving bomber, which 
was designed and built by the Naval 
Aircraft Factory, was again received 
at Anacostia with the incorporation of 
changes found necessary upon first de- 
livery in June, 1930. 

The wide variety of types of planes 
normally undergoing tests in the Flight 
Test section at Anacostia has been ac- 
centuated by the arrival of a small 
submarine plane built by the Grover 
Loening Company. Parked in the 
hangar with the Aircraft Factory 
XP4N-1, the Martin P3M-1 and the 
Fokker tri-motor, this diminutive plane 
looks like a part fallen off the others. 
The usual complete performance trials 
are contemplated for the Loening be- 
fore undergoing experimentation with 
submarines. 





Investigation of the ready determina- 
tion of fuel consumption of a given air- 
plane is being carried on with a Bowser 
fuel flow meter installed in an O2C-1 
at Anacostia. This instrument has no 
application to general service use, but 
it is hoped that with it installed in air- 
planes undergoing trials the fuel con- 
sumption at various R-P.Ms., and air- 
speeds may be accurately and quickly 
determined for inclusion in reports of 
acceptance trials. 

Anti-drag rings have been installed 
on six operating planes, five O2Us and 
the F7C-1. They have been found easy 
to install and handle, and gratifyingly 
satisfactory in flight. They also im- 
prove the appearance of the planes,

Financial Digest 

HE market, according to recent 

morning stock letters from E. A. 
Pierce and Co., seems to find itself in 
the position of being unable to attempt 
to discount business possibilities of the 
late Spring or Summer because of the 
heavy emphasis which is being placed 
in trading circles upon 1930 results, 
dividend uncertainties and indicated 
earnings returns for the first quarter 
of the current year. 


The utilities had been regarded re- 
cently as a division of the market in a 
position to resist selling and to attract 
a substantial amount of new buying. It 
is possible that the high ratio of cur- 
rent prices to earnings in this section 
is acting as a deterrent, particularly 
in view of negative general business 
indications and evidences of a substan- 
tial drop in electric power production. 

It hardly seems logical to attribute 
weakness in Standard Oil of New Jer- 
sey to the fact that in the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1930, the General Edu- 
cation Board sold a large block of the 
stock. That is hardly current news. 
Heaviness in the oil group is more 
likely a direct reflection of the almost 
daily outpouring of unsatisfactory 
news regarding conditions within the 
industry, and because current trend of 
profits is probably showing little or no 
improvement over 1930.

ARMY VS. NAVY 

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
WE read that “John Harvard,” and 

the Princeton “Tiger” have adjust- 
ed their athletic differences, and there- 
by brought about a resume of the orig- 
inal “Big Three,” which brings to mind 
a severance that has long puzzled some 
of the foremost brains of the nation, 
without apparent readjustment. 


Despite the League of Nations, The 
Hague, the Kellogg Peace Pact, and 
the Lendon Naval Treaty, all working 
for the common end of universal peace, 
we seem unable to arbitrate, adjust, or 
in any other way settle the differences, 
athletically, between our own Military 
and Naval Academies, and thereby set 
a poor example for other nations to 
follow. 


In years past, it was a pleasure to 
look forward to the last Saturday in 
November, of each year, for the game 
that held national attention, whereas 
we now have but to anticipate a battle 
between the Army and the Irish Expe- 
ditionary Forces, from: South Bend, 
Ind., not that they do not furnish a 
battle, but one-half of the color. The 
Navy Blue is lacking, and that is quite 
enough. 


It really seems strange with Yale, 
Harvard, Stanford, Ohio, and Notre 
Dame, to say nothing of the rest, play- 
ing Army, without questioning the elig- 
ibility of any of the Army players, 
that there should be any dispute on the 
part of the Navy, particularly when 
the “Middies” have so many more men 
to fall back on. 


It seems rather late to remedy mat- 
ters for 1931, since both Academies 
have their schedules filled, but there 
would be a genuine opportunity on Feb. 
22, 1932, the 200th anniversary of the 
original Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army and Navy, George Washington, 
for the two service schools to get to- 
gether and “bury the hatchet” by re- 
suming athletic relations in a basket- 
ball game, to be followed by a foot- 
ball game on the last Saturday in No- 
vember, with the understanding that 
everybody is eligible, from the superin- 
tendent in both Academies to the lowest 
Plebe, then, and forever thereafter.

Cruise of USS Augusta 
AN itinerary for the shakedown cruise 

of the USS Augusta, prospective 
Flagship of the Commander Scouting 
Force, Vice Adm. Arthur L. Willard, 
USN, has been approved by the Navy 
Department and will include a trans- 
Atlantic leg during which the Augusta 
will have a five-day visit in the port 
of Funchal, Madeira Islands, off the 
northwest coast of Africa. 


The Augusta will depart from the 
Navy Yard, Norfolk, March 31, anchor- 
ing in Tangier Sound the same date for 
a four day period. The ship will then 
go to Newport, R. L, arriving there 
April 5 and departing April 6 for Gua- 
canayabo Bay, Cuba, where she is 
scheduled to remain at anchor from 
April 10 to April 15. From there she 
will steam to Ponce, on the southern 
coast of Porto Rico, arriving at that 
port April 17 and departing April 21 
for Funchal. The stay at Funchal will 
be from April 29 to May 4, on which 


latter date the Augusta will sail for _ 


New York and is scheduled to arrive 
there May 11. 


Under present plans, the Augusta 
will replace the present Scouting Force 
Flagship, the USS Arkansas, on May 
15, after which the Arkansas will de- 
part for Annapolis, where she will join 
company with the USS Wyoming in 
taking aboard Midshipmen from the 
Naval Academy for their Summer 
cruise to European ports. 


New Navy Hospitals 
WHat is probably the greatest hos- 

pital construction program the 
Navy has ever had is getting under 
way as a result of legislation enacted 
during the past Congress. Expendi- 
ture of over six million dollars for new 
naval hospitals at Washington and 
Philadelphia was authorized and plans 
are being prepared which will result 
in the building of two modern medical 
centers for the naval service. 


Although no appropriations were 
made to carry out the projects during 
the last session, provision was placed 
in the law that money could be taken 
from the Navy Hospital Fund, and it 
is by this means that the work is going 
ahead. 


At the Washington hospital it 
planned to build practically an en- 
tirely new medical center. Not only 
will the old hospital buildings there be 
replaced but also the Naval Medical 
School will be housed m a new struc- 
ture. The temporary buildings will 
come down, and the only things stand- 
ing at present which are to remain are 
the quarters, the sick officers’ quarters, 
the officers’ quarters, and the nurses’ 
quarters. 

The whole center will rest upon the 
hill facing the Lincoln Memorial, with 
the lower land upon which are the 
temporary buildings, constituting the 
approach. According to the architects’ 
drawings, and if money is available, 
the approach will be landscaped so as 
to lose nothing at all by reason of the 
neighboring memorial. 

The 600 hospital buildings will be 
constructed in the shape of an “H.” 
Across the end of the “H” will be an- 
other building, rectangular in shape, 
which will face the Lincoln Memorial. 
At the other end of the “H,” balancing 
this, will be the Medical School, which 
will also be rectangular. All of the 
buildings will be of limestone. 


As both the hospital and the school 
must be continued in use during the 
time the new structures are under con- 
struction, it is planned to tear down 
the present medical school and con- 
struct the upper half of the “H” 
shaped building and the new school on 
this site. The school will be housed, 
while the new building is going up, in 
the temporary shacks at the foot of the 
hill. After this is completed, the pres- 
ent hospital buildings will be torn 
down and the remainder of the cen- 
ter will go up. 

At Philadelphia the situation is un- 
certain. The land on which the exist- 
ing hospital buildings stand is some- 
what low and no decision has been 
reached as to where to build. The site 
of the existing buildings, all of which 
are of a temporary nature and which 
will be replaced, is under consideration 
as well as several other locations. 

A board, consisting of Capt. H. C. 
Curl, MC, USN, Capt. F. H. Cooke, 
CEC, USN, and Capt. R. C. Holcomb, 
MC, USN, is studying the available 
sites and is expected to have a report 
ready soon.

Organization of Battleships 


UPON the withdrawal of the USS 
New Mexico and the USS Missis- 
sippi from the United States Fleet for 
modernization, the fellowing temporary 
organization of battleships of the Bat- 
tle Force will be placed into effect as 
of April 1. This temporary organiza- 
tion will not affect the status of the 
USS Texas, which will continue tem- 
porarily as Flagship of the Command- 
er-in-Chief, United States Fleet, or the 
USS. Arkansas, which will continue as 
Flagship of the Commander Scouting 
Fleet until May 15, and then, when re- 
lieved by the USS Augusta, will be- 
come Flagship, Commander Training 
Squadron, Scouting Force. 

The temporary organization of bat- 
tleships, Battle Force, to be placed into 
effect April 1 is as follows: 

Battleship Division 1 (Rear Admr. 
Luke McNamee, USN, Commanding): 
USS Maryland (Flagship), USS Idaho, 
and USS Cal‘fornia (for tactical pur- 


poses). 

Battleship Division 2: USS New 
Mexico and USS Mississippi (under- 
going modernization). 

Battleship Division 3 (Rear Admr. 
J. R. P. Pringle, USN, Commanding) : 
USS New York (Flagship), USS Okla- 
homa, USS Nevada, USS Pennsyl- 
vania, and USS Arizona. 

Battleship Division 4 (Vice Admr. 
R. H. Leigh, USN, Commanding) : 
USS West Virginia (Flagship), USS 
Tennessee and USS Colorado. 

Under the above temporary reor- 
ganization, the USS California retains 
her position as Flagship of the Com- 
mander Battle Force (Admr. F. H. 
Schofield, USN), and the USS West 
Virginia retains her position as Flag- 
ship of the Commander Battleships, 
Battle Force (Vice Admr. R. H. Leigh, 
USN). 

Rear Admr. McNamee, who, under 
the temporary organizatien, becomes 
Commander Battleship Division 1, will 
transfer his Flag from the USS New 
Mexico, at present Flagship of Battle- 
ship Division 4, on March 21 at the 
Canal. Zone prior to the departure of 
the New Mexico for the Navy Yard, 
Philadelphia, where she will be mod- 
ernized. 

The USS Pennsylvania and the USS 
Arizona attached under the temporary 
organization te Battleship Division 3, 
will be operating in the Atlantic until 
the latter part of June. It is expected 
that when these two ships arrive on 
the West Coast to join the battleships 
of the Battle Force a permanent or- 
ganization of battleships will be ef- 
fected. 


New C. Z. Commandant 


RFA ADM. NOBLE E. IRWIN, 

USN, has been issued orders as 
Commandant of the Canal Zone Naval 
District, suceeeding Rear Adm. Henry 
H. Hough, USN, who has been ordered 
as Commander Base Force, United 
States Fleet. 

Adm. Irwin, who has served since 
1928 as Chief of the Naval Mission to 
Brazil, returns to familiar duty at 
the Canal Zone, having been Command- 
ant there from 1923 to 1925. He was 
born in Greenfield, Ohio, Sept. 29, 
1869, and was appointed to the’ Naval 
Academy m 1887. As Director of 
Naval Aviation, he developed the Naval 
air service prior to and during the 
World War, for which he was awarded 
the Navy Cress and the rank of an 
Officer of the Legion of Honor of 
France. Since the World War he 
has commanded the USS Oklahoma, 
battleship, and the Destroyer Squad- 
rons, Scouting Fleet, and has served 
as Commandant of the Navy Yard, 
Portsmouth, N. H., Commandant of the 
15th Naval District, and Chief of the 
Naval Mission to Brazil. 

Rear Adm. Hough was born in St. 
Pierre, Miquelon, Jan. 8, 1871, and was 
appointed a Naval cadet in 1887. Dur- 
ing the World War, he served at the 
Naval Academy and as District Com- 
mander at Brest, France, for which 
latter duty he was awarded the rank 
of an Officer of the Legion of Honor 
of France. Immediately following the 
World War, he commanded the Cruiser 
and Transport Force, -Atlantic Fleet, 
and, following that, the USS Utah. 
In 1922, he was commissioned Gover- 
nor of the Virgin Islands, and in 1923 
went to duty as Director of Naval In- 
telligence, Navy Department, serving 
in that capacity until 1925, when he 
was ordered to China for duty in com- 
mand of the Yangtze Patrol. From 
the Fall of 1927 to the Summer of 
1930, he served as a member of the 
Navy General Board, Navy Depart- 
ment, and from that duty was assigned 
as Commandant of the Canal Zone 









Withdrawal of Marines 
"THE Navy Department has issued in- 

struction to Rear Adm. Arthur St. 
C. Smith, USN, Commander Special 
Service Squadron, for placing into ef- 
fect the plan for withdrawal of Marines 
now serving in Nicaragua recently 
agreed upon between the United States 
and Nicaragua. 

Under this plan, the President of 
Nicaragua has agreed to enlarge the 
Nicaraguan National Guard by 500, this 
number to be used in the bandit area 
near Ocotal and Matagalpa where 
there are new stationed two reserve 
bodies of Marine numbering about five . 
hundred. It is anticipated by the 
agreeing parties that, not later than 
June, 1931, there will be a sufficient in- 
crease in the force of the National 
Guard to permit the two reserve bodies 
of Marines, above mentioned, to be re- 
placed by the National Guard, and that 
those Marines then will be free to leave 
Nicaragua. After this Marine person- 
nel is sent home, there will be left in

Maj. Gen. Robert E. Callan 


Gen. Callan was born in Baltimore, 
Md., March 24, 1874. His appointment 
as major general is to fill the vacancy 
caused by the retirement of Gen. Sum- 
merall, and dates from April 1, 1931.

He had completed 
the student officers’ course at both the 
Army and Navy War College.

Brig. Gen. Howard L. Laubach, who 
was appointed in that grade, 
in place of Brig. Gen. Callan, promot- 
ed, was born at Allentown, Pa., Aug. 
24, 1870. He graduated from the Mil- 
itary Academy in 1893 and received 
appointment as second lieutenant, In- 
fantry, the same year. He has seen 
much service in the Philippines. In 
1918 he was appointed brigadier gen- 
eral in the U. S. Army and reverted 
to his former rank of lieutenant 
colonel in 1919. At the time that his 
new appointment was announced he 
was in command of the New York 
Gerieral Depot.
